PARIS, Mar. 28. 

A DEMAND that France 
should immediately cease big- 
[scale shipments to Germany of 
minerals which are indispensable |! 

in the . manufacture of arma- 

j ments, was made in the ‘morn- 
ing’ paper here “Le Ordre.” 

The newspaper charges that the 
shipments are “permanent treason," 

It reports that during 1038 France 
shipped to-Germany. an average of 
half€a million tons of minerals month- 
ly. “This ore from Lorraine crosses 
the Rhine with the possibility of 
coming bails to us sooner or later in 
the form of shells and shrapnel,” the 
paper says, . 

According to. the “Ordre,” France 
{s furnishing Germany with bauxite, 
which Is not only used in the com- 
position of certalh metals but fs also 
Germans os part of an 
explosive In certaln bombs.

Defence and Nutrition 
MILE DIFFICULTIES of assessing 

nutrition volues and the = fact 
that the scope of its inquiries em- 
braces extraneous subjects which are 
required only for statistical purposes 
by the Colonial OMce renders it 
certain that the sittings of the Hong- 
kong Nutrition Committee will be 
protracted into 1940. 

In the meantime, presumably, it 
fs proposed that the Government 
should sit back and await the Com- 
mittee’s Report before attempting to 
soomuch as tackle the problem of 
mal-nutrition in this Colony. 

It is abundantly — clear, without 
calling for a Report from any Com- 
mittee, that thousands of children 
und infants {n Hongkong are being 
denied the nourishment they must 
have iffthey are to become healthy 
adult citizens, ‘ 

We have been informed that the 
cost of a bow! of soup containing 
the requisite vitamins that will allow 
aamother to nourish her child is but 
one_cent; that for less than $40,000 
per” arinum, — the Society for the 
Protection of Children can provide 
one free bow] of soup per doy in 
every day of the year to ten thou- 
sand mal-nourished mothers. 

Although this Colony can, reluc- 
tantly perhaps, find suflictent re- 
venue to pay six million dollars per 
annum to the Imperial Government 
as a contribution towurds {mperial 
Defence, it can distribute ‘but a 
fraction of this sum for charitable 
purposes. The Colony has spent 
enormous sums since the beginning 
of the century on Defence Contrl- 
butions—it would. not be an over- 
estimation to say that the total in 
the past four decades has exceeded 
$100,000,000—and the net result is 
that, if the entire population of 
Hongkong were wiped ‘out to-mor- 
row by war, the loss in human life 
would be infinitely less than if, in the 
same period, a tenth part of $100, 
000,000 had been spent in tackling 
the prablem of the under-nourlshed 
child, : : 

Statistics reveal that the Colony’s 
Infantile mortality ranks amongst 
the ‘world’s highest—Incomplete re- 
turns show that approximately one 
in every three infants dies -béfore 
it reaches the age of twelve months, 
Death Js ‘caustd In the ‘majority of 
cases, not by lack of attention from 
the infant’s mother, but from -lack 
of nourishment frem the mother's 
breasts.- 

We are consclous of the fact—the 
War Office has:been at pains to 
make it public this ycar—that -the 
cost to the Imperial Government of 
mainta|lning the Army -Garrison In 
Hongkong is five-fold the amount 
annually remitted to London as this 
Colony's defence contribution, At 
the same time, We ore-not convinced 
that the bargain fs a'good one. The

South Pole with him had been 


held up. by a blizzard, And for 
ten days they had: been slowly

That entry in Scott’s diary 
was the fast flicker of life in 
one of the greatest but one of 
the most unfortunate of all 
voyages of exploration. 
the moment when they came 
across the. traces of the Nor- 
weginn, Roald Amundsen, who 
beat them to the Pole by a few 
weeks, their, luck, had turned 
against them. The difficulties 
they'had to face were greater 
than was humanly possible to 
overcome, ‘

On the outward voyage from 
England he had received a mes- 
sage from Amundsen, saying,

ceeded and not Amundsen, 
Amundsen’s brilliant feat is one 
which one admires and no more.

When’ the’ weather cleared, 
three teams of four men carried 
on up the glacior. Near the top 
one team was sent back. Two 
parties struggicd on to ‘the bleak’ 
desolation of the 10,000 foot 
high plateau where the Pole it- 
self is situated.

Mr, Jenkins complained that on 
January 22, 1938, Captain Shelicy. 
with the knowledge of and. by the 
authority of Lord Cork and Orrery, 
caused him, without lnwful justine 
tlon, to be assaulted and falsely ime 
prisoned fora period of 36 days in 
tho naval detention quarters ot 
Portsmouth and that os a result he 
had been brought Into public scandal 
and odium. 

By their defence the defendants 
sald that Captain Shelley, with the 
npproval of Lord Cork and Orrery, 
sentenced Mr, Jenkins {o 42 days’ 
detentlon beenuse he had been guilty 
of highly Insubordinate conduct in 
disobeying the Inwful command of 
iis superior officer. The defendants 
denied that In go detaining the plain- 
tit they acted without lawful justi- 
flention, and they relied on the pro- 
visions of the Naval Diccipline Act, 
1970, and the King's Regulations and 
Admiralty Instructions.

Mr. Justice Hallett, giving judg- 
mont, referred to the fact that Cup- 
tain Shelley had been prepared to 
give evidence that, before arriving 
ut the ‘decision recorded on the 
punishment: warrant, he had ade.

“It was contended for the pluintii® 
that the first defendant had no juris- 
diction, {n the circumstances of the 
case, to_sentence him summarily to 
detention on the punishment” ware 
rant, and that that detention there- 
fore unmounted to a false imprison- 
ment in point of taw, for which both 
cefendants were responsible and 
were Hable to pay damages. The 
only questions which It was neces- 
sary to consider were whether Cap- 
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tain Shelley had the necessary jurls- 
dictlon in. point of law. to. sentence 
the plaintift summarily to detentlon; 
and, secondly, if he: had not, what 
damages ought to .be awarded. 

Hls Lordship referred to section 
$6 (2) of the Naval Discipline Act, 
1866, ond sald that none of the 
limitations {here imposed on the 
general power of summary, trinl ond 
punishment in respect of offences 
trinble under the Act. was applica- 
ble to the present case, It-was con- 
ceded ‘for the defendants that, since, 
the. King's Regulations and Admir- 
nity Instructlons were, to quote the 
Ovder — enjotalng thelr 
“established “by his Majesty's “Order 
gn Council,” any further imitation of 
| the jurisdiction of the first defendant 
which appeared from the Regula- 
tions could.be relicd on by the plaln- 
tiff, and did not merely expose the 
defendants to disciplinary action for 
disregarding the limitation. oe 

His Eoraship then . reviewed the 
relevant provisions of the King's 
Regulations, and safd that it resulted 
thnt, according ‘td article 551, the 
plaintiff! was not to be sentenced 
summarily to detention except for 
one of the offences specified in the 
article, The short polnt for decision 
was whether he was sentenced for 
“highly insubordinate conduct.” 

Counscl for the plaintiff pointed to 
the terms In which. the plolntift’s 
offence was specified on 
both {he charge’ shect and . the 
punishment warrant, and contended 
thut it appeared from those’ terms 
that the plaintiff waa neither charged 
with, adjudged gully of, nor sen- 
tenced for “highly insubordinate 
conduct." He (his Lordship) agreed 
with counsel for «the plaintiff that.

years ago, on March 


T 29, 1912, Captain: R. 


F. Scott wrote in his diary: 


“It seems a pity, but I do- 


not think I can write more. 
For God’s sake look after 
our people.” : 

For ten days he and the two 
companions. that remaincd of 
the four that had reached the 
South Pole with him had been 
held-up by-a: blizzards “And for 
ten days they ‘had been slowly 
dying of starvation and ex- 
haustion, | : 

That entry in Scott’s diary 
was the Jast flicker of Hfe in- 
one of the greatest but one of 
the most unfortunate of all 
voyuyes of exploration. From 
the moment when they came 
across the traces of the Nor- 
wegian, Roald Amundsen, who 
beat them to the Pole by a few 
weeks, their luck had, turned 
‘against .thom. The dificulties 
they had, to face were greater 
than was humanly possible to 
overcome. 

Scott’s second Antaretic ex- 
pedition was, unlike ithe first,’ 
entirely his own responsibility. 
He wanted to complete the 
knowledge of the South he had 
acquired on ‘the Discovery ex- 
pedition ten years earlier, and 
his purpose was, primarily 
scientific. It was to attract 
funds from the public that. he 
made the Pole his objective.

sage from ‘Amundsen, saying,

PARIS, Mar. 28. 

A DEMAND that France 
should immediately: cease big- 
scale shipments to Germany of: 
minerals which are indispensable 
in the manufacture of —arma- 
ments, was made in the morn- 
ing paper here “Le Ordre.” 


The newspuper charges “that the 
shipments ore “permanent treason." 

It reporty_ that during 1938 France 
shipped to Germany an average of 
half a milion tons of minerals month- 
ly.

Toxt Of German 
Propaganda 

This is the German message, 18 
reported in Hongkong ‘by ‘Trans- 
Ocean": 

“The increasing number of anti- 
German demonstrations in Poland 
during the past days, and the attitude 
of the Pollsh authorities towards 
them, huve Ied German political 
circles to inquire whether these de- 
monstrations indicate Poland's {nten- 
tion to discontinue the policy laid 
down In the agreement of 1934, which 
wus signed by Marshal Pilsudski and 
Herr Hitler. : 

“Although the German press still 
refrains from giving publicity to the 
Incidents, the ‘Diplomatisch Politische 
Korrespondenz’ this tvening de- 
clared: 

“ “Por some time past incidents 
have been occurring in different parts 
of Poland which clearly Indicate that 
certain groups reject’ the policy 
ngreed upon in 1934 by Marshal 
Pilsudski and the German = Chan- 
cellor. 

“ ‘Although the German press has 
made little of these incidents, no onc 
should assume that they have been 
overlooked, or that .threats and 
Insults to everything that is German, 
do not interest German circles. 

GERMAN “RESERVE” 

© ‘German reserve Is Inspired by 
the hope that such excesses are 
merely the expression of a temporary 
wave of Chauvinism which will soon 
be replaced by common sense and un 
understanding for a realistic policy, 
and a remembrance of the old course 
set by Murshal Pilsudski. 

““German expectations have, 
‘fortunately, thus far remained un- 
fulfiled. - In fact, it sppears as 
though, to the Joy of those who are 
interested in bringing about u‘rupture 
In German-Polish relations, no 
hindrance is being placed in the 
course of this agitation against all 
that is German, and os though the 
same value is no longer pinced upon 
the. malntenance of good relations 
with the German people, 

NEIGHBOURLY RELATIONS 

“dn studying the history of Ger- 
mian-Polish relations; one discovers 
that even ai the beginning of the 
Great War, the tendency to look ft 
the Poll question in a different 
“Hyht-was-apparent-in~ Germany-The 
erention of a Pollsh State reveals 
clearly a fundamental change from 
the former attitude that a national 
struggle was unavoidable. 

“Disregarding the burdens placed 
on German-Polish — relations by the 
provisions of the Versallles Treaty, 
the Fuehrer worked to impress upon 
the Germin people the importance 
of regarding an Independent and 
strong Polish nation as necessary to 
stability and order in Eastern Europe, 
and that .it was therefore -desirable 
and essential to maintain neighbourly 
relations with this State. . 
“The Germap-Polish agreement 
of 1934 consltuted the realisation of 
this ideal. Should Pollsh circles 
come tq the conclusion that a corres-. 
ponding attitude towards Germany 
is not necessary In the same degree, 
or in other words, that respect for 
the yital rights and honour of the 
German, people Is not essential, this 
would be regrettable for, the future 
harmonious development of. Europe, 
and for the Polish nation Stself. 

INSULTING, PERSECUTING 

“Ut is a ‘case of not” seeing 
beyond one’s nose, if certain 
Pollsh cltics belfeve that insult- 
ing and persecuting Germans is 
entirely in order, because the funda- 
mental condition for friendly rclu- 
tions between natlons fs mutual re- 
spect, 

“Responsible quarters in Poland 
will certainty not overlook the geo- 
sraphical situation of thelr State, this 
having been responsible for ifs past 
Policy of ‘endeavouring to muintain 
{rlendly relations on all sides, 

“It appears to be questionable 
whether devintion from this course 
would have beneficial results, even 
though foreign nations sre sending 
notes enticing in another direction’ 

: OTHER COMMENT 

“To the surprise of German poli- 
tleal clretes, which have maintained 
a_rigid silence on the subject, the 
‘Essencr National Zeltung,’ which is 
connected with Ficld-Marshal Her- 
mann Goering, to-day published an 
article declaring that anti-German 
demonstrations are putting the Ger- 
man-Polish pact of friendship to at 
ignoble test. Fos aati ; 

“Phe paper recalls Sunday's de- 
monstrations in Bromberg, in the 
course of which crowds shouted ‘Wo 
Want Koenigsberg,’ and ‘Our army 
must march Into Danzig’. 

“The paper goes on to say that the 
German-spruking = inhnbitants _ of 
Western Poland are asking themselves 
with ‘inctwasing uneasiness, how far 
the: ‘systematic {ncltement of the 
Polish population by the newspnpers 
of the National Democratle Party nnd 
by the West Polish Association, fn to 
be carried. 2 Pea, Ose 

THREATENED IN STREETS - 

“German people, ‘including women 
. ind children, says .the . poper, are. be. 


un- 


ing threatened in the streets becapse 
they speak their mother tongue. 
The paper observes that tho Polish 
authoritics put forward the 
hypothesis that this incitement was 
partly the work of agenta of foreign 
Powers, which are Interested in stir- 
ring up ill-feeling between Poland 
and Germany. 

“However, says the paper, since 
the Increase In anti-German excesses 
appenr to be systematic, it is no 
longer permissible for the Pollsh 
authoritles to ignore them, since such 
excesses, if not suppressed must, in 
the long run, put ‘an. intolerable 
strnin on the friendly relations be- 
tween the two countries, ~ = 

“The paper concludes by stressing 
the duty of the Pollsh authoritics to 
protect Germans living in Poland 
against molestation, and to ensure 
anfety of their property. 

BRITAIN CRITICISED 

“The adherence of Poland to the 
anti-German bloc which England Is 
endeavouring to form, would be in- 

compatible = with German-Pollsh 
understanding, declares the ‘Ham- 
burger Fremdenblatt’ this evening.. 

“The leader, entilled Poland In 
The Foreground,’ reveals that Poland 
hos’ become o problem for German 
political circles, 

“Attention {s called in the orticle 
to the forthcoming visit of Colonel 

Beck to London, and the lively in- 
terest the British press Is showing 
«in Poland. 

“The paper goes on to observe that 
when Poland, along with Germany 
and Hungary, liberated its minority 
In Czecho-Slovakia, it. was condemn- 
ed by the Western Democracies, but 
now that the Greater German 
Reich has assumed Jeadership tin 
Central Europe, to which it $s 
entitled, London hus suddenly come 
to the realisation that Polish forcign 
policy could, under certain conditions, 
be hitched to the swaylng vehicle 
bearing, the British Empire. ‘ 

BRITISH DIPLOMACY 
“Yn the scheme to erect o 
barrier against the German nation, 
the British Forcign Office is giving 
prime consideration to Poland, 
rather than to the Sovict-Union or 

to France.’ . 

“This explains, says the paper,’ the 
intense interest of the British press, 
and the great care with which it 
publishes all reports and rumours 
from the antl-German camp. It is 
an attempt to cncourage — those 
elements which, since the beginning 
of Marshal Pilsudici's policy. of 
German-Pollsh understanding, have 
played second fiddle in Polish Foreign 
policy. 


“Admitting that, in splte’of pressure 
from abroad, Pollsh official quarters 
have maintained _a strictly: correct 
attitude towards Germany, the paper 
doclares that this is due to the plain 
fact that the existence of German- 
Pollsh understanding could not, be 
brought into harmony with the anti- 
Germar plans of Sir Robert Vanslt- 
art. 

“Although Polish policy is always 
confronted with the opposition of 
certain groups, who from tradition 
are anti-German in sympathy, the 
obligations incurred ‘by the German- 
Polish understanding are not Hmited 
to one partner, and this apples also 
to“ the disciplining- of public- opinton: 
—Trans-Occan. 


SLOVAKS TAKE PRECAUTIONS 
BRATISLAVA, Mar. 28. 

SLOVAKIA IS preparing for both 
peace and war,

HIE DIFFICULTIES of assessing 
nutrition values and the fact 
that the scope of Its inqujries em- 
braces extraneous subjects which are 


required only for statistical purposes’ 


by the Colonial Ofice renders it 
certain that the sittings of the Hong- 
kong Nutrition Committee will be 
protracted Into 1040. 

In the meantime, presumably, it 
is proposed that the Government 
should sit back ond nwait the Com- 
miltee’s Report before attempting to 
60 much as tackle the problem of 
mal-nutrition In this Colony. ~ 

It is abundantly clear, without 
calling for o Report from any Com~ 
mittee, that thousands of children 
and infunts in Hongkong are being 


}denied the nourishment they must 


have if they are to become healthy 
adult citizens, +. 

We have .been informed that the 
cost of a bowl of soup containing 
the’ requisite vilamins that will allow 
a mother to nourish her child is but 
one cent.; that for less than $40,000 
per annum, the Socicty for the 
Protection of Children can provide 
one free bow] of soup per day in 
every_day._of the year_te_ten_thou-. 
sund mal-nourished mothers, 

‘Although this Colony can, reluc- 
tantly perhaps, find suMclent re- 
venue to pay six million dollars -per 
annum to the Imperial Government 
as u contribution towards Imperial 
Defence, it can distribute but a 
fraction of this sum for charitable 
purposes. The Colony has _ spent 


enormous sums‘since the beginning]. 


of the century on Defence Contri- 
butions—it “would not be an over- 
estimation to say that the total in

That entry in Scott’s diory 
was the last flicker of life in 
one of the greatest but one of 
the most unfortunate of all 
voyages of exploration. From 
the moment. when they came 
across the ‘traces of the Nor- 
wegian, Roald Amundsen, who 
beat them to the Pole by a few 
weeks, their lick.had turned 
against .them. .The difficulties 
they had to face were greater 
than was humanly possible to 
overcome. ; 

Scott’s second Antarctic ex- 


pedition was, unlike the first, - 


entirely his own responsibility. 
He wanted to. complete the 
knowledge of the South-he had 
acquired on the Discovery ex- 
Pedition ten years earlier, and 
his purpose was _ primarily 
scientific. It was to attract 
funds from the public that he: 
made the Pole his objective.

Some way beyond 89 degrees 
South the first Norwegian cairn 
was sighted and they knew they 
had been beaten.
